'Erie  Kailroad  Company  will  erect  a 
$3000  station,  near  where  the  signal 
f  tower  is  now  located,  for  ti*  accom¬ 
modation  of  the  pe^le  who  are  ex- 
r e*ude  in  (lie  park.

Ah  important  feature  of  the  plans 
of  the  Company  is  the  extension  of 
Montgomery  street  from  its  present 
terminus  at  Willett  Street  in  a  direct 
lAie  to  the  propuesd.  new  station 
About  $20,000  will  be  apeut  to  iui 
prove  the  property.  The  streets  will 
be  paved  with  asphalt,  and  $,5(  0  trees 
will  be  planted  this  year.  The  Com¬ 
pany  have  the  capital  and  intend  to 
spend  it  liberally.  They  intend  to 
lay  water  mains  and  have  the  Orangi 
water  served  by  meter.  Application 
will  be  made  to  the  lQooming  Legisla¬ 
ture  te  have  this  section  of  Belleville 
Township  become  a  part  of  Bloomfield 
Township.

Clerk  Johnson  informed  the  Com* 
rnittee  that  the  awards  for  tbs  Beach 
Street  extentson  bad  been  paid  with 
the  exception  of  the  Morris  Canal 
and  Banking  Csmpany,  who  refused 
to  receive  the  amount  of  ten  cents 
which  was  awarded  to  them  for  the 
Beach  Street  extension. 


Chairman  Moors  of  the  Polios 
Committee,  recommended  that  tbs  of¬ 
fice  of  Superintendent  of  Police  be  es¬ 
tablished  and  that  Collector  J.  Howard 
Hardcastla  be  appointed  Chief,  at  a 


Essex  Avenue. 

The  Township  Committee  have 
made  a  decided  improvement  by  cut¬ 
ting  down  the  ‘‘woods’’  that  had  l>e- 
gun  to  grow  up  at  the  side  of  the 
street  between  Osborn  and  Benson 
Streets,  and  .filling  in  the  same  with 
stones  and  gTavel  taken  from  the 
Broad  Street  sewer  excavation.  On 
the  Glen  Ridge  aide  a  similar  work 
should  now  be  don#  by  the  Borough 
Road  Committee. 

A  request  was  made  to  the  Bloom¬ 
field  Committee  by  Mr.  F.  W.  Os¬ 
born,  and  acted  upon  at  the  last 
meeting  with  reference  to  the  “relay¬ 
ing  of  Essex  Avenue  to  a  uniform 
width. The  Committee  decided 
tl^at  it  waa  a  matter  outside  their 
jurisdiction,  'that  it  was  something 
for  th*  Surveyors  of  Highways  to 
consider. 

This  leads  us  to  observe  that  as 
long  ago  as  1869  or  70  a  street  or 
avenue  was  planned  on  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  scale,  the  same  being  an  exten. 
sioq  of  State  Street  northerly  to  Bay 
Lane.  The  Surveyors  of  Highways 
-should  bare  been  called  at  that  time, 
and  a  fine  avenue  opened  through 
before  the  Railroad  Company  ac¬ 
quired  right  of  way.  Had  that  been 
done  a  much-needed  straight  avenue 
66  feet  wide,  from  Park  Avenue  to 
Bay  Lane  send  continued  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  beyond  to  Broad  Street,  would 
have  resulted,  making  one  of  the  fin¬ 
est  of  street  improvements.  The 
property  owners  attempted  to  agree 
among  themselves  to  open  such  a 
street,  but  (he  trifling  expense  of  ar¬ 
ranging  with  a  single  owner  who  bad 
bought  a  lot  and  built  a  small  house 
on  Osborn#  Street  stood  in  the  way, 
and  stopped  the  improvement  then. 
But  \\  illiam  A.  Benson  and  Charles 
H.  Osborn  determined  to  wait  no 
longer  for  wbat  seemed  desirable  to 
them,  and  thus  accordingly  opened  a 
short  street  60  feet  wide  from  Os¬ 
born  to  Benson  Street  After  this 
had  been  done  and  fences  set  a 
street  was  similarly  opened  from  Bay 
Lane  to  Oaborn  Street  66  feet  in 
width.  Tb  avoid  the  lot  and  bouse 
on  Osborn  Street,  the  street  last 
opened  was  carried  several  feet  west 
of  the  lines  of  the  short  street  before 
mentioned.  T. 

Now  that  permanent  oity  improve¬ 
ments  are  being  made,  the  streets 
and  sidewalks  graded,  etc.,  the  mis- 
»  of  many  years  ago  becomes  pain¬ 
fully  apparent.  A  number  of  bouses 
have  lately  been  built  on  Essex  Ave¬ 
nue,  consequently  it  is  impossible  to 
relay  it  without  the  machinery  of  the 
Boad  Surveyors.  If  they  are  called 
it  should  be  for  the  purpose  of  laying 


much  given  up  to  trolley  cars,  *o  beer 
saloons  Hud  tenements  to  afford  either 
a  bafe  or  pleasant  thoroughfare  for 
people  who  drive  or  wa>k  from  Upp«*r 
Broad  Street  to  the  Centre.  Essex 
Avenue,  opened  through  from  Park 
Avenue  to  Broad  Street,  would  be  in 
effect  both  the  straightening  and  re¬ 
lieving  of  Broad  Street.  L*-t  the 
Tuwusbip  Committee  and  other  citi¬ 
zens  interested  in  public  improve¬ 
ments  consult  a  map  of  Bloomfield 
its  streets  are  now  marked  thereon. 
They  will  see  that  “Eseex  Avenue” 
unfinished,  and  about  half  a  mile  in 
length.  All  that  ia  needed  is  to  ex 
tend  it  from  Bay  Lane  to  Broad 
Street  at  the  upper  end,  and  from 
Benson  Street  to  Park  Avenue  at  the 
other,  when  it  wou’d  be  completed 
and  become  an  “avenue”  in  reality  as 
well  as  name.  With  an  asphalt  pave, 
rneut  it  would  be  adopted  to  light 
enrriuges  and  afford  the  wheelmen 
and  wheel  women  one  fine  street  free 
from  dust.  The  cost  of  it,  including 
a  tunnel  under  tb*  railroad  embank 
tuent,  would  more  than  disappear  in 
the  enhanced  value  of  building  prop¬ 
erty,  now  paying  taxes  without  auy 
revenue.

Mr.  Hardcastle’s  Two  Offices. 

The  appointment  of  Collector  J. 
Howard  Hardcastl*  by  the  Township 
Committee  to  the  office  of  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Polio*  has  awakened  con¬ 
siderable  comment  '  and  criticism. 
From  the  Republican  political  ma¬ 
chine  point  of  view,  the  appointment 
is  consistent  and  wise,  one.  altogether 
to  be  expected.  No  matter  what  the 
Republican  party  stood  for  in  the  old 
dsys,  it  stands  now  for  centralization, 
consolidation,  monopoly.  There  is  no 
oouoealing  this,  no  denying  it  And 
these  ends  are  beet  gained,  not  by 
multiplying  offices  but  by  reducing 
the  number,  particularly  of  depart¬ 
mental  beads.  The  less  number  of 
these,  both  elective  and  appointive* 
the  less  expense  in  running  the  polit¬ 
ical  machinery,  and  the  less  danger  of 
defeat  in  case  matters  are  subjected 
to  “the  voting  kings.” 

Looking  at  the  appointment  an¬ 
other  way,  the  criticism  is  mad*  that 
the  office  of  Chief  of  Police  should 
have  gone,  by  promotion,  to  some  one 
of  the  policemen  who  had  proved 
himself  efficient  and  worthy  of  pro¬ 
motion.  The  objection  to  this  we 
Lave  not  heard  stated  by  anybody,  so 
that  possibly  the  only  objection  is 
that  it  would  have  been — “unrepubli-

Inquiry  made  of  Mr.  Hardcaatle 
himself  elicits  the  information  that 
the  additional  office  and  emoluments 
were  not  of  his  seeking  or  asking, 
that  no  one  of  the  Township  Commit 
tee  desired  to  be  Chief  of  Police  or 
had  the  time  to  attend  te  the  dutjes 
of  such  official.  Somebody  is  needed 
constantly  at  the  Centre  who  can  at* 
tend  to  the  license  fee  business  and 
have  immediate  and  direct  communi¬ 
cation  with  the  policemen.  For  theee 
reasons  chiefly  the  Committee  decided 
upon  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Hard¬ 
castl*. 

Aside  from  objections  made  on  tb* 
score  of  centralizing  machine  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  town,  that  is  sure  to  lead 
to  misrule  sooner  or  later,  the  appoint* 
ment  of  Mr.  Hard  castle  as  Superinten 
dent  of  Polios  at  a  moderate  compensa¬ 
tion  seems  to  be  in  the  line  of  progress 
and  eoonomy.  Progress  in  Bloom 
field  municipal  affairs  demands  that 
if  taxes  ere  to  be  towered  next  year 
from  the  h<gh-up  3.03  peg,  it  must 
come  through  cutting  down  con  tin 
gent  expenses.  The  Collector 
perform  the  duties  required  as  Police 
Superintendent  fori  a  lees  compensa¬ 
tion  than  any  competent  man  would 
be  willing  to  accept  A  promoted 
policeman  would  require  a  salary 
Chief  or  Superintendent  at  least 
equal  to  that.,  he  now  receives,  and 
such  promotion  would  therefore  meqp 
another  policeman  and  an  additions 
salaried  office.
